Their royal descent, in a dark period of four hundred years, became 
each day more obsolete and ambiguous, and their pedigree, instead of being en- 
rolled in the annals of the kingdom, had to be painfully searched by the minute 
diligence of heralds and genealogists. 

It was not till the end of the sixteenth ceutury, on the accession of a family 
almost as remote as their own, that the princely spirit of the Courtenays again 
revived ; and the question of the nobility provoked them to assert the royalty of 
their blood. They appealed to the justice and compassion of Henry the Fourth, 
and obtained a favourable opinion from twenty lawyers of Italy and Germany. 
But every ear was deaf, and every circumstance adverse, to their lawful claims, 
and the parliament, without denying their proofs, eluded a dangerous precedent 
by an arbitrary distinction. The above work contains the appeal of the Messieurs 
Courtenay to the kiny, the history of the family, the separate opinions of the lawyers, 
some of which are excessively rare, and indeed every leaf which is necessary to make 
the work complete.

He subsequently laid successful siege to Harfleur, 
and afterwards crossing the Somme, invested with equal fortune the Fort of 
Fulleville, when he formed a junction with Lord Talbot. Ina few years. following, 
he acquired an accession of renown by his relief of Calais. 

Lorp FAUCcONBERG distinguished himself at the siege of Orleans, and subse - 
quently took a leading part in the wars of France. 

Lorp ScALEs was Seneschal of Normandy, and attained high military renown 
in the reigns of King Henry V. and Henry VI. In 1436, upon the death of the 
Duke of Bedford, the Normans rebelling, he was sent out against them, when, 
slaying many of the rebels, and destroying some of the towns and villages, the 
country was reduced to obedience. 

The interest and value of this extensive series of early charters can only be appre- 
ciated by inspection. They comprise maiters of fact of the greatest importance in 
an historical point of view, which renders them worthy a place in any public or pri- 
vate library either in this kingdom or in France.

It was not till the end of the sixteenth century, on the accession of a family 
almost as remote as their own, that the princely spirit of the Courtenays again 
revived ; and the question of the nobility provoked them to assert the royalty of 
their blood. They appealed to the justice and compassion of Henry the Fourth, 
and obtained a favourable opinion from twenty lawyers of Italy and Germany. 
But every ear was deaf, and every circumstance adverse, to their lawful claims, 
and the parliament, without denying their proofs, eluded a dangerous precedent 
by an arbitrary distinction, The above work contains the appeal of the Messieurs 
Courtenay to the King, the history of the family, the separate opinions of the lawyers,
